the seat of the eczema which fol­ 
lows in the wake of ringworm in­ 
fection. 
Boil formation also is frequent 
in this spot of skin and, again, con­ 
ditions are perfect for the boil to 
be painful in the extreme because 
the walls of the canal are limited 
by bone and do not give at all when 
inflammatory swelling occurs. 
The whole process is a vicious 
circle. If there is any discharge 
from the middle ear, the discharge 
causes the skin to become soft and 
a layer of debris forms, perfect 
for the cultivation of fungi and 
pus-forming germs. If pus forms, 
it may even penetrate the ear 
drum, lighting up the old middle 
ear infection again. 
Clear Up Infections Early 
Again it may go clear beyond 
the external ear and involve the 
lymph nodes In the neck. It be­ 
hooves everyone to get a t these 
infections early and nip them in 
the bud. 
Perhaps the best universal anti­ 
septic for the external ear is a 
weak solution of alcohol. One of 
my ear specialist friends says it 
has to be put on by someone who 
can see what he is doing, but in 
spite of these pronouncements 
many cases are cured by moisten­ 
ing a pledget of cotton with alco­ 
hol and leaving that in the canal 
for an hour or two.

There is a standard remedy for 
these itching ears on the market 
containing one per cent thymol; 
in my experience it is very good, 
and rapid in its action. It also has 
a drying and anesthetic action, 
besides being antiseptic, and thus 
stops itching. Glycerine prepara­ 
tions macerate the skin of the ear 
too much, and should not be used. 


Boils in Ear Canal 


Boils inside the ear canal sel­ 
dom point and therefore treatm ent 
by incision is not very successful. 
If they do point, of course, incision 
should be done. The best treat­ 
ment for most cases is to pack the 
canal lightly with a slender strip 
of sterile gauze and then plaster 
the entire region on the outside 
with hot, moist boric acid packs, 
frequently changed. Heat is usu­ 
ally grateful, but often makes the 
patient feel worse and in such 
cases cold or ice packs can be sub­ 
stituted. 
If the boils are recurrent and 
come in successive crops, the use 
of a vaccine made from a culture 
of one of the boils, a small dose 
given every week for several 
months, is an indicated method of 
treatment. These cases are prom­ 
inently summer conditions, so for 
that reason the aubject is brought 
up at this time. 
Don’t ever forget in children 
what may look like a puzzling 
succession of boils may be actu­ 
ally a foreign body the child baa 
stuffed in the ear.

Control of Vines in Victory Garden 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

SINCE MANY Victory gardens 
are email in area, there should be 
a place for each plant and each 
plant in its place. This applies 
particularly to climbing vegeta­ 
bles and certain fruit bearing 
vines which at this time of the 
year are apt to go a wandering 
unless they are kept under con­ 
trol by staking or training them 
on supports. 
A tittle time and attention to 
control, especially of berry canes, 
at this season will save a world 
of work this fall or next spring in 
clearing away a tangled mass of 
intertwined vines. 
If you find it is difficult to ob­ 
tain the sort of light wire needed 
for vine or cane supports, you 
will find that ordinary paper clips 
of the kind used in most offices 
make excellent supports for light-, 


weight vines when opened length­ 
wise, as Illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph. One can 
work easily and quickly with 
them and the clips can Se used 
many times. 
Grapes, dewberry and boysen­ 
berry canes as well as other heavy 
vines 
will 
require 
larger 
and 
stronger hooks for their support, 
as illustrated. If such hooks are 
not available and you have or can 
obtain short lengths of heavy wire 
you can make your own "S’* 
shaped hooks. The effort will be 
worthwhile, since such hooks can 
be used from year to year. 
Such hooka are especially val­ 
uable In more northern climates. 
since by their use the entire vine 
can be easily loosened and laid on 
the ground w'here it can be cov­ 
ered over for the xvinter,

W ar Manpower Commissioner 
Paul V. McNutt opened the way 
for the father draft when he de­ 
clared that call of fathers to mili­ 
tary duty “has been 
delayed as

climax to the 
navy’s 
statement j 
that it is preparing both in men 
and materials for a war that may 
last until 3949. 
Needed In Industry 
It was apparent that one 
pur­ 
pose of the draft of fathers 
was 
to drive them into essential war 
industries 
since this is 
grounds 
for deferment. This followed the 
warnings 
of 
WPB 
officials 
against a dangerous slump in war 
production. 
"Despite 
recent 
military suc­ 
cesses, the efforts of the armed : 
forces and war production to ex­ 
ert 
increasing 
pressure on 
the 
enemy must not be relaxed," Mc­ 
Nutt said. “They must be given 
the increases in 
manpower that 
are necessary to meet 
their re­ 
quirements. 
“ We have reached the point at 
which we cannot supply the men 
needed by the army, navy, marine ' 
corps and coast 
guard and keep 
war 
production 
adequately 
manned except by removing the 
bars to the induction of fathers." 
Today, 
instructions 
went out 
to the 
nation’s 
6,500 
Selective 
Service boards to begin the re­ 
classification of fathers 18 to 37 
years old, inclusive, with children 
born before 
September 15, 1942, 
so as to make them available by 
order number for 
induction into 
the armed forces after October I. 
No Official Estimate 
McNutt 
asserted that 
fathers 
will be inducted after that date 
“only to the 
extent 
necessary,” 
adding that It would be a “grave 
mistake" to try to estimate how 
many will be called. Officials con­ 
ceded, however, 
that 
not every 
board will begin 
drafting 
fath­ 
ers on October I. 
Manpower requirements of the 
armed services were set at 1,500,- 
000 for the last half of 1943 to 
bring them to a 
strength of 10.- 
800,000 by next 
January I. Dur­ 
ing July, August 
and September, 
draft quotas called for the induc­ 
tion of 875,000 leaving 
approxi­ 
mately 625,000 to be drawn 
into 
service in the last three 
months 
of this year—after the 
induction 
of fathers begins. 
WMG 
officials 
reported 
that 
some 90,000 youths become 18 
years of age each month, making 
them 
elidible for induction.

“Not Many Left" 
Outside of the 18-year-olds 
Nutt emphasized, there are 
m ary others left."

1. Fathers will be drafted only 
in such number as is absolutely 
required by a local board to meet 
a monthly call from the armed for­ 
ces 
that cannot

ferment. 
2. Fathers will be called accord­ 
ing 
to 
their 
Selective

order numbers, without distinction 
regarding the number or ages of 
their dependent children. 
3. Fathers who are "key men" in 
agriculture or essential industry 
will be deferred. 
4. 
Fathers 
whose 
induction 
would cause extreme hardship and 
privation to their families will be 
deferred. 
In making the later determina­ 
tion, local boards will consider al­ 
lotments and allowances payable 
to dependents. At present, these 
are: wife, $50 monthly: wife and 
one child, $62 monthly, and 
an 
additional $10 monthly for each 
additional child. 
Allowance Boost 
McNutt said that he had made 
representations to both, the sec­ 
retaries of war and navy urging 
an increase in the family allow­ 
ances of servicemen. Similar legis­ 
lation 
also is 
pending in 
con­ 
gress. 
The WMC director asserted that 
the drafting of fathers should oc­ 
casion no surprise since every one 
knew “if he was in the age limits, 
that he was subject to call for this 
war when the draft act was passed. 
As far as the law' is concerned, 
that is all there is to it." 
Officials said it was impossible 
to estimate how many fathers w’ill 
be taken. This, they said, will de­ 
pend on such factors as the num­ 
ber of 18-year-olds available; the 
number of men who may lose their 
occupational deferments; the num­ 
ber of "recoverable" 4-F s; wheth­ 
er the navy will accept limited 
service men, and the “imponder­ 
ables" of the actual fighting. 
Big 1944 Demand 
In addition to the 1,500,000 men 
neded by the armed forces during 
the balance of this year, an addi­ 
tional 500,000 will be necessary in 
the first half of 1944 to bring the 
military services to a net strength 
of 
11.300,000. Moreover, McNutt 
recently 
estimated that 
700.000 
replacements would be needed in 
the first six months of next year 
due to attrition and battle casual­ 
ties. 
Local boards were instructed to 
i "comb’’ the ranks of men who pre­ 
viously had been deferred in 4-F as 
unfit for military service, and to 
sift out registrants who now may 
be qualified for duty. They were 
told likewise to give careful scru­ 
tiny to other deferred classifica­ 
tions, obtaining all other available 
manpower before ordering fathers 
to report for induction. 
The decision as to the reclassi­ 
fication of each individual father 
will rest with the local board, sub­ 
ject to appeal. Class 3-A will not 
be abolished and men will be re- 
! classified out of it only as needed 
to meet the demands on a local 
board for men for military service. 
In addition, class 3-D will be con­ 
tinued for the deferment of thoso 
fathers whose induction would re­ 
sult in extreme hardship to fami­ 
lies.
